TOWN FACES A 
HOUSE FAMINE 


Demand for Houses to Rent in Get­ 


tysburg is said to be Consider­ 


ably Greater than the Supply. No 


Solution to Difficulty. 


April first is more than two months 
distant but, a t this early date, real 
estate men and those who are accus­ 
tomed to rent their properties report 
an unprecedented scarcity in available 
houses and a resulting frequent and 
insistent demand for accommodations. 
In discussing the situation this m orn­ 
ing one real estate dealer said: 
“There is evidently a much greater 
demand this year for houses than the 
town is able to supply and I do not 
know what will be the outcome. 
In 
other years this same condition ap ­ 
peared to a less degree and persons 
were fearful lest they could not get a 
house but we have yet to see the time 
when any one had to sleep in the cold 
for such a reason. 
This year it is 
different. The demand is much great­ 
er, the supply little, if any, increased, 
and renters are really up against a 
stiff proposition. 
“The apartm ents which have been 
created in Gettysburg during the last 
ten years are helping out considerably 
hut these are limited in number and, 
with the many who would move to 
town from the country and from other 
places, I scarcely see how all will be 
accommodated. 
Then, too, there are 
those w’ho move as regularly every 
April first, as they celebrate Christ­ 
mas regularly on December twenty- 
fifth. 
They have beer, h in tin g houses 
for months past, and the scarcity has 
created a tendency to stay where 
they are, if that is possible. The town 
should 
have 
many 
more 
rentable 
houses than it now contains.” 
Frequent inquiries are made at The 
Times office along the same line. 
On 
Thursday one man called to ask the 
oft-repeated question, “ Do you know 
of any houses for rent” and the oft- 
repeated answer “ No" was met with 
this response, 
“Well, 
I 
wanted to 
move to Gettysburg with my family 
and I guess it is simply impossible. I 
have looked everywhere and asked 
persons who should know but I have 
not been able to get one house that is 
even available, not to take its desir­ 
ability into consideration.” 
An advertisement of a fiat to rent 
w'hich appeared 
in 
these 
columns 
within the past ten days brought fif­ 
teen replies within thirty six hours 
after its first insertion. 
A similar 
local of a house to rent would deluge 
the property owner. 
The cause of this condition has been 
ascribed by real estate men to a num­ 
ber of things. 
The natural growth of 
the town is one, the success of the 
two furniture factories, 
its a t­ 
tendant increase in population is an­ 
other, while the fiftieth anniversary 
celebration is given by some as a 
third cause. 
Increased rents have come as a di­ 
rect result of this condition and in 
many instances we have been inform­ 
ed of raises from 50 cents to $2.00 a 
month, house 
seekers offering the 
landlords more than they have been 
getting in the past and the owmers 
then telling their tenants they would 
either have to meet the raise or move.

2300 PARCELS 
WERE HANDLED 


First Fifteen Days of Parcel Post in 


Gettysburg Sees Liberal Patron­ 


age of System 
Packages for 


Distant Points, principally. 


According to the official report made 
by Postm aster C. W’m. Beales upon 
the completion of the first fifteen days 
of parcel post operations in Gettys­ 
burg twenty three hundred packages 
have been handled here during that 
time. 
The service is being used very 
little as a “local'’ proposition, most of 
the mail being sent to and received 
from more distant points. 
Local mail, according to the parcel 
post acceptance of the term, applies 
only to package received for deliv­ 
ery either in the town or on the rural 
routes leading from the office a t wThich 
the package is mailed, and during 
the first fifteen days at this office only 
thirty two such pieces of m atter have 
been handled 
at 
Gettysburg. 
The 
postage on them amounted to $1.52 
while the average weight was 15H 
ounces. 
But while the parcel post is not be­ 
ing used extensively between Get­ 
tysburg and points on the adjoining 
rural routes it is very popular be­ 
tween this place and other county 
tow’ns. 
Merchants advertising that 
they will pay all delivery charges on 
goods have been met with very quick 
response and sales have been increas- 
ti by this means. 
The service means 
prompt and satisfactory delivery and. 
as residents of the county become 
more accustomed to the scheme, it is 
expected its use will increase. 
Of the parcel post, outside of the 
“lo«’al” service, the outgoing and in­ 
coming mail is about equally divided. 
During the first fifteen days of the 
system here 1037 pieces of matter 
were received and 
1231 
w’ere 
dis­ 
patched. 
The postage amounted to 
$45.52 while the average weight was 
eight ounces. 
So far the post office force has been 
able to handle the packages without 
much trouble and the outlay of ac­ 
tual money to take care of the busi­ 
ness has been almost nothing. 
It will 
be recalled that an appropriation of 
$50 was received from the Post Office 
Department before the service was 
inaugurated and scarcely any of this 
has lieen required up to this time.

LUMBER YARD 
PERSONAL NOTES 
IS DESTROYED’ AND BRIEF ITEMS 


Five Thousand Dollar F ir* at Goch- Paragraphs of News Telling of the 


enour Place in Dillsburg. 
Other 
Happenings n and about Town. 


Buildings 
are 
Threatened 
but 
People Visiting here and those 


Hard Work Saved them. 
Sojourning'Elsewhere. 


Three large sheds filled with expen­ 
sive finished lumber, belonging to J. 
I). Gochenour, at Dillsburg, were de­ 
stroyed by fire of a supposed incen­ 
diary origin, early this morning,, en­ 
tailing a loss of over $5,000, partly 
covered by insurance. The strenuous 
w'ork of the firemen prevented the de­ 
struction of the Coover shirt factory, 
which was but 30 feet from the blaze. 
The absence of wind during the time 
saved a number of other buildings 
close by from destruction. 
The lire in the Gochenour lumber 
yard was discovered about I o’clock 
this morning and an alarm was sent 
in. Within a few minutes after a small 
blaze was seen the whole of the three 
sheds seemed to break forth in flames 
in such a manner that the citizens are 
led to believe that the place was set 
on fire. 
The firemen responded in re­ 
markably short time, but seeing that 
it was impossible to save the lumber 
sheds, exerted every effort to save 
surrounding property. 
The Cover shirt factory is a frame 
structure more than IOO feet long.The 
paint on this building was burned off 
and the structure was much scorched. 
The sheds destroyed were each 20x60 
feet in dimensions and were filled to 
the roofs with lumber, mostly white 
pine, which is one of the most expen­ 
sive woods handled by general dealers. 
In the shells also were many bundles 
if shingles and laths. 
Mr. Gochenour says that when he 
left the lumber yard Thursday night 
everything seemed 
safe and there 
were no signs of fire. 
The railroad 
passes by the yard, but there had been 
no trains during the time between the 
dowing of the yard and when the fire 
was discovered. 
There is a boiler in 
die shirt factory, but this is on the op­ 
posite side of the building from the 
lu n ie r yard. 
Tile fire was extremely hot and the 
firemen had considerable difficulty in 
keeping it confined lo the 
lumber 
sheds. 
The department consists of a 
hose company and water is furnished 
from hydrants supplied by reservoir. 


FIRE AT HIGHFIELD 


Former Gettysburg Butrher Sustain*. 
Heavy Loss from Fire. 


The barn of Frank Rappel, High­ 
field, who formerly conducted a meat 
store in Gettysburg, was destroyed by 
fire, Wednesday night.

Mild all the horses, with the exception 
of one animal, were saved. The con­ 
flagration was blazing too fiercely by 
the lime the fire-fighters reached the 
scene to get this one horse out of its 
stable. 
The fire was noticed atxiut 11.30 
o’clock, by James Flohr, who lives 
nearby, while he was getting ready to 
go to lied. 
He quickly dressed and 
gave the alarm, by ringing the bell 
of the Blue Ridge Summit fire de­ 
partment. 
In a short time a large 
number of persons had gathered on 
the scene and formed a bucket bri­ 
gade. They worked with much energy 
but the fire had gained too much head­ 
way and it was impossible to save the 
barn. 
The fire is of unknown origin 
but it is thought to have been the 
work of an incendiary.

and Robert Thompson, a real estate 
dealer.

He narrowly missed them, 
two bullets grazing Justice Thomp­ 
son’s cheek and Robert’s clothing tie­ 
ing set on fire.

Banks and trust companies, he said, 
were the participants In these under­ 
writing syndicates. 
Mr. Schiff said about 75 to 125 con 
cerns were on a list of participants 
from time to time invited to take part 
in underwriting syndicates. 
“What is the ethics of the hanking 
business in eonection with bond is 
sues?” 
“It is not considered good 
form to create undue interference or 
competition by a banking firm. 
He 
added that big banking houses gener­ 
ally had corporations as their clients 
and that no other bond house would 
endeavor to take issues from the bank­ 
ing firm recognised as the usual local 
ageut of the corporation 
Mr. Schiff said there was a sharp 
rivalry between his firm and Speyer 
A Co., but he knew of no instance in 
the last five years when Morgan A 
Co. “had invaded the field of Kuhn, 
Loeb A Co., or that the reverse had 
occurred. 
The financier declared that national 
hank and trust company offic ers were 
not offered participation in syndicates 
formed by Kuhn, Loeb A Co., but he 
believed batiks and trust companies 
should 
be 
allowed to participate in 
these underwriting syndic ates. 
That the present concentration of 
money and credit is a potential “men 
ace to the country” was asserted be­ 
fore Die committee by George M. Rey­ 
nolds, president of the Continental and 
Commercial National bank, of Chicago.• 
Mr Reynolds said that he knew of the 
“trend toward concentration of money 
and credits” and that he thought it a 
dangerous thing. 
“ I am opposed to the concentration 
of any sort of power,” he said. 
“I be­ 
lieve that concentration to the point 
it has already gone* is a menace. 
In 
saying that I do not wish to sit In 
judgment on the men who hold that 
power.” 
Mr. Reynolds said that he was c p 
posed to the principle of Interlocking 
directorates In potentially compe lug 
concerns and had adhered to that prin­ 
ciple throughout his hanking c areer. 
Reynolds could not make any spe­ 
cific recommendation as to remedying 
the concentration of money and credit, 
but was sure the prevention of in'er 
locking directorates would have a good 
effect 
In closing, Mr. Reynolds said 
he believed stint “competition was not 
dead.” hut he believed hanking would 
be improved bv a return to competitive 
conditions.
